i. Enclosure (I) is forwarded as results of analyses of samples collected in
April 1983 by MCB CAMP LEJEUNE personnel from the Rifle Range Chemical Dump,
the Rifle Range Water Supply Wells, and the Rifle Range Water Treatment Plant

finished water.

2. Enclosure (i) indicates a total orgsnic contamination of 64 parts per
billion (ppb) of chemical constituents from the total trihalomathane (T)

family. This is considerably less than the I00 ppb maximum contaminant level

set by reference (a).

3. Enclosure (I) indicates no contamination of the water supply ells.

4. Enclosure (1) indicates organic contamination at the chemical dump,

primarily at Well #17. This contamination will be further addressed in the

NACIP Program Confirmation Study which is anticipated to commence in FY-84.
